The Graving" Dock Scheme- 

The long-lookod-foi" scbemo for the 
construction of a Graving Dock ut Ea- 
quimait was submitted to the Legisla- 
ture on Friday. Abstractly considered , 
the scliGino is plnusiblo enouij^h, iiud of 
a nature to commeiid itself to the 
people of this Province. ThoDominion 
Government is to bo asked to increase 
the amount of loan from one liundred 
thousand to one hundred and twenty- 
thousand pounds sterling; to iucronao 
the rate of giniranteod interest thorcon 
from live to seven and a half per cent; 
and to prolongtb© period to be covered 
by thej jjfuaranteed interest from ten 
years to twenty. Should tliis ])i-e- 
position lie demurred to, the Govern- 
ment is to be asked to undertake the 
Dock as a Federal work. In the event 
of neither o: these being accepted, 
British'Oolumbiq, is then to saj to the 
Dominion Government, "Give me a 
lump sum in lieu of the guarantee, 
sufliciont to enable me to build the 
Dock myself." The first of these pro- 
po.iitions is };'ood;tlie second is better; 
we cannot add that the third is best. 
We repeat, the scheme is attractive; 
and who in this Province would oppose 
it ? The leader of the Government 
veiy properly defined the position of 
British Columbia in this matter as 
sinqily going to Ottawa and asking 
for "JSetter Terms." With what pros- 
pect of Buooess shall British Columbia 
ask for "Better Terms" under the new 
Parliament ? It is no secret that of all 
the terms obtained by our Delegates, 
that concerning the Graving Dock, 
trifling as it is in a money point of 
viiw, was conceded with tLo greatest 
degree of reluctance by the Dominion 
GoverJiment; . It was contended that 
the nature of the undertaking was so 
purely local, and that if the Federal 
Government undertook to build a dock 
at Esquimau, demands for similar 
works would flow in from every quar- 
ter. Oar delegates were importunate, 
however, and the Dominion Govern- 
ment yielded to a certain extent. tAVill 
it venture (o do more now, under a 
Parliament in which it is understood 
to bo less strong V "We sincerely trust 
it will, and that the "Better Terms" 
may be granted. But, in a matter of 
this kind, one must look at the scheme 
in all its bearings and possible conse- 
quences. We regard the construction 
of the Dock in question as largely jxir- 
taking of a national charaotar in tho 
widest sense; and we contend that not 
only should the Dominion Government 
takeliohl, but the Imperial Govenimont 
should lend a hand, too. But it is not { 
what we think. Wliat do the author- 
ities at Ottawa think? Thai's the] 
question. Will th6 claims for "Better j 
Terms" be urged with more ability or j 
a bettor chance of success now than I 
thoy were by our Delegates previous i 
to union ? And should tho answer 
be "no," what tlicn ? Why the great 
and urgent work will simply have been 
postponed yet anotliBr year. It nuiv bf; 
askf.'d how could that bo avoided? What 
bettor could tho Government have done ? 
It is no part of our bnsiiiessto find brains 
for the Government; but itdoes occurto us 
that, hefori! suljinittini: .such it schfiiio to 
thu Le^inlaturo and having it linally 
adopted, tho Government m'uhl have 
used nieima for aseortiiining whetlier or 
not there was the slightest i)rol)abilty of 
its bemg entertained at Ottawa. That 
conld bave been ascertained just as well 
now as three months hence. Tho senior 
minuher for Victoria, tlie fittest jmrty to 
act in liio matter, la at the Federal ca[ii- 
tul; and lie would hu sujiported hy Sir 
Francis Hincks (member for Vancouver 
District) and of the Hon. Dr.Carrall, who 
is also there. Fifty or, at most, a hun- 
dred dollars spent in electricity would 
have enabled the local Government to as- 
certain tho chances of suceosH with a suf- 
ficient degree of definilenesi to decide 
whetlier Bi'iti.sli Coliinibia wouhl b.-? justi- 
fied in waiting another year. Wis do not 
write with authority when we atate that 
we have been led to boliovo tiio Lite ad- 
ministration took means to a3cert.iin tho 
minil of the Federal Government upon the 
subject, anil boc.iini s.'itislied that no 
propositi(jn in the nature of '■lictti>r 
torins" conhl hr' entertained at Ottawa. 
Sliould such prove to be tl'oras(>, wliich we 
sincerely wish it may not, it will be seen 
that tho plausible scheme whicli has been 
submitted by the Qovernment is a mere 
sedative.

Mr. McCrsight said it would bo ratlior 
hard if a member were prosecuted for any 
remarks he might make in the diseliargo 
of his duties on tho floor of this House. 

'Mv. Robi>rtson (!onld not comprehend 
why a member of this House should bo 
trammelled in his roiiiarka in this House. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoiii rpioted from tho 
opinion of the .\ttornoy and Scdicitor- 
( Minerals of l'',iiglan(l to show tlmt thnOn- 
tai'io lifigislaturo had excoodeil its ]>oworH 
in a similar Act. He naid wo had now 
tiio option of repealing tho Act or having 
it repealed for us. The repeal must be 
unconditional. 

Mr. Bobortson could not understand 
why, if a bill wore bod in part it Was not 
bad in whole. 

Mr. Humphroys had not been convin- 
ced by tho remarks of the hon. .\lt'y-<ien- 
eral that tho House should poat with its 
rights and privileges. Tho House was 
asked to strip itself of tho little clothing 
it had and it was not proposed to pivo it 
any clothing in return. It would then be 
absoliitoly naked. Tho Speaker aftoi the 
repeal of this Act -would have no power to 
oven keep order. 

Mr. Robson strongly opposed the bill. 
He thought the Oovernmedf 'iibould have, 
telegraphed to Ottawa to ask wherein the 



Act was unconstitutional, no that provi- 
sions conferring' powers and privileges 
mi^ht be substituted for the objectioual 
claims. . • . . . ■. 

Tht' Bill was then carried and was re- 
ported complete, read u third time and 
passed. 

JUSTICES, JUIHDICTION BILL. 

This Bill was read a second time. Its 
ohjeet was to confer tho power on one 
Justice of the Poiieo that has been former- 
ly conferred on two Justices of the Peace 
in England.

EVENING SESSION. 

■WATS AND MEANS. 

In Committee of W'ays aud Means, Hon 
Mr. DeCosmos made tho cuHtomary finan- 
cial statement (which had been delayed 
for Bomo canso). The statomont was main- 
ly a redox of tho tabular statement pub- 
lished in the Colonist last week. In 
speaking of Immigration ho said the Gov- 
ornniont was not prepared to borrow 
money or tax the country for the pur- 
poses of immigration and he asked hon. 
gentlemen to take the matter into con- 
sideration during the recess. The money 
set apart for roada and bridges had been 
divided as fairly as possible. A fourth 
Minister, he'' said,' was" absolutely noces- 
B»ry. The new Government found it im- 
possible to get information with respect 
to linuuco, aud it was necessary that some 
experienced gentlemen should take charge 
of that branch and extend his duties to 
that of agricultural matters. It would 
be seek thskt by the cojire^chmtot ^pplioy 
of the Gove^iiment this additional siolary 
would not increase tho total expenses of 
Government. Some 30 persons lately 
connected with the Government had boon 
diflcliarged or received notice of dismissal. 
He asked tho support of tho country for 
tho Ministry and promised to combine 
vt>iQoiaQcy'Witl|^,<^pQomy. Hs/tlien moVe^ 
the following''resolntion: That tonwd* 
making good the Buppl3' granted to H^^ 
Majesty for tho year ending .'ilst DeciEjin^ 
ber, ISTa, the sum of SHiUO bo grautM 
out of the Consolidated Rovtinue of Bri- 
tish Columbia. 

Mr. Holbrook said thfr Ministry had 
premised, to reduce their own ' stvlariea. 
They hod not done so [heorj; but th6j' 
had discharged 30 deservinf* servants of 
tho GoTornment. He deprecated the dis- 
charge of Clerks of tho Bench, who acted 
as Government Agf nts in tho ditTerorit 
districts, and secured the safety of life 
and property. Ho denounced the fee sys- 
tem, and said that it hod failed in theVme 
of Sir James Dot g as. The" Assay OfSco 
at Now Wcstminsi-er had done good ser- 
vice and tho d»y had now arrived, with 
ailrer mines abounding in tho District, 
when it might be still more useful. In 
1861 there was a great outcry against false 
assays; but after the Government ofllce 
was opened correctnesi^ was assured. He 
looked upon the Assay Ofilce ad a matter 
of great importance, and he triiBte^ tho 
Government would reconsider its action 
with regard to it. 

Mr. Uobson i.'oinplimented the Govern- 
ment on tlie measure of rotreneliment 
which had been adopted and the adoption 
'of tbiB fee system, whiehJiod disposed of 
a number of o'iflcers wKose duties did not 
occupy their alten'iou one day in the 
week. With regard to the actual amount 
of retrauclunent attained, ho was not so 
Huri that tho amount was not more imagi- 
nary than real. lie claimad that tho itom 
of 6'1287 for boring for the Dry Dock and 
tho •water supply surveys did not properly 
belong to the Lands and 'Works expendi- 
ture last year and could not be claimed 
a« u part of the retrenchrnont. It was 
said that some lil) ollicors had been dis- 
missed; but there was no aceount of those 
ofTicers who wore to bo paid by foes.

7. .\ny niarri(d woman shall be at 
lilierty to carry a night-key and attend 
secret sorieties, and tho husband shall 
at no time start out to spy after her 
actions. ^ . 

8. After the passage of this' Act, the 
marriage ceremony shall be torn out of 
our common prayer-book, burned n|i and 
destroyed, and a niau bholl live with a.
